Important information 



General 

• Use only the power supply Included with 
this product, noted on page 3. 

• Do not connect the AC adaptor to any AC 
outlet other than a standard 220-240 V 

AC outlet. 

• This product is unable to make calls when: 

- The portable handset batteries need 
recharging or have failed. 

- There Is a power failure. 

- The key lock feature Is turned on. 

- The call bar feature Is turned on (only 
numbers stored as emergency numbers 
can be called). 

• Do not open the base unit or handset 
(other than to change the batteries). 

• This product should not be used near 
emergency/intensive care medical 
equipment and should not be used by 
people with pacemakers. 

• Care should be taken that objects do not 
fall onto, and liquids are not spilled Into, 
the unit. Do not subject this product to 
excessive smoke, dust, mechanical 
vibration or shock. 



Environment 

• Do not use this product near water.

Battery installation

Battery charge 

Place the handset on the base unit for 
about 7 hours before initial use. 




Note: 

• Clean the charge contacts of the handset 
and base unit with a soft, dry cloth once a 
month, otherwise the batteries may not 
charge properly. Clean more often if the 
unit is exposed to grease, dust or high 
humidity.

Battery replacement 

If ^^CZEI flashes even when the handset 
batteries have been fully charged, both 
batteries must be replaced. 
Important: 

• Please use only the Panasonic batteries, 
noted on page 3. 

• Use only rechargeable batteries. If you 
install non-rechargeable batteries and 
start charging, the batteries may leak 
electrolyte. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries. 

• Use only 2 nickel metal hydride (Ni-MH) 
batteries or 2 nickel cadmium (Ni-Cd) 
batteries. Do not mix battery types. 

• Ensure that the correct battery type is 
selected (page 21). 

1 Press the notch on the cover firmly and 
slide it in the direction of the arrow. 




2 Remove the batteries positive (+) 

terminal first. Replace both batteries. See 
the battery installation on page 6. 



Turning the power on/off 

Power on 

Press ["SO] for about 1 second. 

• The display will change to the standby 
mode. 

Power off 

Press [7S©] for about 2 seconds. 

• The display will go blank.

Setting the time and date 

Important: 

• Confirm that the AC adaptor is connected. 

• Ensure that T is not flashing. 

1 Press [M]. 

2 Press [■»■] repeatedly to display 
"SETTING BS", then press [ ► ]. 

3 Press [-Jf ]. 

4 Enter the current hour and minute by 
selecting 2 digits for each (24-hour time 
entry). 

Example: 15:15 
Press [1][5] [1][5]. 

• If you make a mistake, press [C/Sj]. 
Digits will be cleared from the right. 

5 Press [ ► ]. 

• "SETTING BS" will be displayed. 

6 Press [ ► ], then press [-Jf ] 2 times. 

7 Enter the current day, month and year by 
selecting 2 digits for each. 
Example: 17 IVlay, 2004 

Press [1][7] [0][5] [0][4]. 

• If you make a mistake, press [C/igj]. 
Digits will be cleared from the right. 

8 Press [ ► ]. 

• "SETTING BS" will be displayed. 

9 Press [r^O]. 
Note: 

• If a power failure occurs, set the time and 
date again.

Making calls 

1 Lift the handset and dial the phone 
number. 

• To correct a digit, press [C/gJ], then 
enter the correct number. 

2 Press [•>]. 

3 When finished tallying, press [%©] or 
place the handset on the base unit. 



Speakerphone 

The handset features a digital 
speakerphone, which allows you to have 
hands-free conversations. Press [o*-] to turn 
on the speakerphone during a conversation. 
Press [•>] to switch back to the receiver. 
• For best performance, please note the 
following: 

- Use the speakerphone in a quiet 
environment. 

- Speak alternately with the caller. 

- If you or other party have difficulty 
hearing each other, press [^] or [▼] 
repeatedly to adjust the speaker volume 
as necessary. 



To adjust the receiver or speaker volume 

Press [^] or [▼] while talking. 

3 levels are available for the receiver. 

6 levels are available for the speaker. 



Redial feature 

To redial the last number dialled 
Press [0*], then press or [n?-]. 

To redial automatically 

Redial by pressing [aSr] then [C»] if you 
want the unit to redial the phone number 
again automatically if the other party's line is 
engaged. The unit will redial up to 12 times. 
While the unit is waiting to redial, [t^] will 



flash and mute is automatically turned on. 
Note: 

• Automatic redial is cancelled when the 
navigator or any button is pressed. 

• If mute does not turn off after the line is 
connected, press [C/i8J]. 

To make a call using the redial list 

The last 10 phone numbers dialled are 
stored in the redial list. 

1 Press [0»]. 

• The last number dialled will be 
displayed. 

2 Press [▼] repeatedly to select the 
number. 

• To exit the list, press [7^©]. 

3 Press [•%] or [i^]. 

To edit a number in the redial list before 
calling it 

1 Press [C»]. 

2 Press [▼] repeatedly to select the 
number, then press [ ► ]. 

3 Press [▼] repeatedly to display "edit 
CALL NO", then press [ ► ]. 

• The first digit of the number will flash. 

4 Press [ ^ ] or [ ► ] to move the cursor to 
the right of where you want to edit the 
number. 

5 Edit the number. 

• To erase a digit, press [C/i8j]. 

6 Press or [t^]. 

To erase numbers in the redial list 

1 Press [C»]. 

2 Press [▼] repeatedly to select the 
number, then press [ ► ]. 

3 Press [▼] repeatedly to display 
"clear", then press [ ► ]. 

• If you want to erase all numbers in the 

list, select "all clear".

Mute 

You can mute your voice during a 
conversation. While mute is turned on, you 
will be able to hear the other party, but the 
other party will not be able to hear you. 
To mute your voice, press [C/EJ]. To return 
to the conversation, press [C/EJ] again. 

• While mute is turned on, *?» flashes. 



Key lock 

The dial keys can be locked so that no calls 
can be made. Only incoming calls will be 
accepted while key lock is on. 
To turn on key lock, press [\M\] for about 
2 seconds. 

• A beep will sound and the following will be 
displayed. 

/I 

To turn off key lock, press [\M\] for about 
2 seconds. 



Note: 

• Emergency calls cannot be made until key 
lock is turned off. 

• Key lock is turned off when the handset is 
turned off. 



R button (to use the recall feature) 

[R] is used to access optional telephone 
services. Contact your service provider for 
details. 

If your unit is connected to a PBX (private 
branch exchange), pressing [R] can allow 
you to access certain features of your host 
PBX such as transferring an extension call. 



Pause button (for PBX line/long distance 
service users) 

A pause is sometimes required when 
making calls using a PBX or long distance 
service. 

Example: If you have to dial [0] before 
dialling outside numbers manually, you will 
probably pause after dialling [0] until you 
hear a dial tone. 

1 Press [0]. 

2 Press [0»]. 

• "p" will be displayed. 

3 Dial the phone number. 

4 Press [*>] or [d^-]. 
Note: 

• Pressing [0*] once creates one pause. 
Press [0*] repeatedly to create longer 
pauses. To change pause length, see 
page 22. 

Recording a telephone conversation 
(KX-TCD445 only) 

You can record your conversation while on 

an outside call. 

Important: 

• Before recording a conversation, you 
should inform the other party that the 
conversation will be recorded. 
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Telephone 



1 Press [Ml] during a conversation. 

2 Press [JJ]. 

• "RECORDING" is displayed and 
recording starts. 

• A beep sounds every 15 seconds and 
can be heard by the other party, but is 
not recorded. 

3 To stop recording, press [IMl], then press 
[O]- 

Note: 

• Recorded conversations are treated as 
new messages. 

• To listen to the recorded conversation, 
see page 26. 

• If message memory becomes full, 
flashes rapidly, and recording stops. 
Erase unnecessary messages (page 26). 



Answering calls 

1 Lift the handset and press [•>] or [n?-] 

when the unit rings. 

• You can also answer a call by pressing 
any dial key from [0] to [9], [^], [H], 
or [INT]. (Any key talk feature) 

2 When finished talking, press [%©] or 
place the handset on the base unit. 



Auto talk feature 

You can answer calls simply by lifting the 
handset off the base unit. You do not need 
to press [*>]. To turn this feature on, see 
page 21. 



To turn the handset ringer off temporarily 

When an outside call comes in, press and 

hold [▼] for about 1 second. 

Note: 

• This feature will not work for intercom calls 
or when the handset is on the base unit. 



Handset locator 

Using this feature, you can locate the 
handset if it has been misplaced. 

1 Press [•'))] on the left side of the base 
unit. 

• The base unit will page the handset for 

about 1 minute. 

2 To stop paging, press [•»)] on the base 
unit or press on the handset.

After 
subscribing to Caller ID service, this unit 
will display caller information. 



Visual call waiting (Call Waiting ID) 
service 

This is a service of your service provider and 
will only operate if you have subscribed to 



this service. When you hear a call waiting 
tone during a conversation, the display will 
show the second caller's information. You 
can answer the second call, keeping the first 
call on hold. Please consult your service 
provider for details of this service. 



Viewing caller information and 
calling back 

The unit will automatically store the phone 

numbers of the last 50 different callers from 
the most recent call to the oldest. When the 
51st call is received, the oldest caller 
information will be automatically erased. 
You can easily view caller information and 
use it to make calls.

How Caller ID Is displayed 

The unit will display the calling party's phone 
number after the first ring. You can view the 
caller information of the last 50 different 
callers. 

When new calls have been received, the 
display will show the number of new calls. 
Example: 4 new calls have been received. 




• The number of new calls will be cleared 
after viewing all caller information. 

Note: 

• When you receive a call from the same 
phone number you stored with a name in 
the phonebook, the display will show the 
stored name. 

• If the unit is connected to a PBX system, 
you may not receive the caller information. 

• When the caller dialled from an area 
which does not provide Caller ID service, 
"out of area" will be displayed. 

• When the caller requested not to send 
caller information, either no information or 
"private" will be displayed. 

• The display will not show caller 
information while using the handset for an 
intercom call. However, the caller 
information will be stored.
